A review of post 
operative records on animal #752 reveal that Buprenex was given only once daily. Also, it appears that the analgesic was 
given about 3 hours post procedure. Since there there is no lasting analgesic affect from katamine/aoepromazine 
anesthesia, and rabbits typically have a rapid recovery from this combination, giving Buprenex once 3 hours after surgery is 
not appropriate.
